EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Best U.S. reference: Levine, US 6,233,566 B1 teaches an online centralized financial products 
exchange system that creates a "marketplace" for end-to-end financial products life cycle transactions. 
The marketplace allows subscribers to analyze, buy and sell financial products. 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences on 3 December 2010 reversed the Examiner. The Issue considered "does 
Levine describe, expressly or inherently, the step of "receiving search criteria over the computer network 
from at least one of the users, the search criteria identifying at least one structured securities transaction, 
the at least one structured securities transaction being associated with at least one underlying security" 
(claim 1)? The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences determined that the Examiner had not shown 
that Levine inherently describes the subject matter and the rejection of claims 1-45 was reversed.
